This has been a very good year in your Town office. With the office 
working more efficiently we are now able to receive timely and 
accurate numbers. We have received a green light from our auditors as 
to our internal operation. We can again thank our office help for 
their great job in keeping books and records. 


We have done another water project. We installed approximately 1250 
feet of 6" D.I. with a fire hydrant at the end of South Street. 

This line replaced a 3/4 water line which was not sized right for the 
amount of demand, plus it was very old. 


Our plans for 1994 are to look at the water system in it's entirety. 
We will be looking at cleaning and/or replacing the lines. 


We are still waiting for a meeting in Concord with the E.P.A. as to 
the status of our landfill. We have been working with the engineering 
firm Dufresne-Henry in regards to setting a schedule for the landfill 
closure. If the State approves our present closure plan we will be 
closing the landfill in 1997. 


The down side of this year was the great amount of cost going to legal 


fees by our concerned citizens. This took a great deal of the 
Selectmens' time and was unproductive.

ARTICLE 1: To choose the necessary town officers for their respective 
terms. 


ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of the Historic District 
Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board? 


ARTICLE 3: "Do you favor adoption of the town manager plan as 
provided in Chapter 37 of the Revised Statutes Annotated?" 
(By Petition) 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,172,409 for support of town poor, for town libraries, to 
build and repair bridges and highways and for such other expenses as 
may accrue. 


ARTICLE 5: Shall the town accept the provision of RSA 33:7 providing 
that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing 
indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the 
selectmen to issue tax anticipation notes?

years of age up to 80 years, $30,000; for a person 80 years of age or 
older, $40,000. To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire 
resident for at least 5 years; own the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they must have 
been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must 
have a net income of not more than $10,000, or, if married, a combined 
net income of less than $12,000; and own net assets not in excess of 
$50,000 excluding the value of the person's residence.

ARTICLE 30: To see if the Town will vote to designate as a nature 
Sanctuary the Cranberry Meadow Pond and abutting land owned by the 
town, (not to include the Hooper land), to encourage its' use as a 
wildlife refuge and natural area for the propagation of wild animals, 
birds and aquatic life, to prohibit hunting, shooting or trapping in 
the protected area, and to authorize the Conservation Commission to 
manage the property for the above purposes and to restrict its use to 
passive recreation and educational purposes such as hiking, 

bird watching, photography, boating (no motors), fishing, skating and 
nature study. 


ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to have the Selectmen as 
authorized by NH RSA 658:10 provide an additional polling place to be 
located in the Village Hall of North Walpole (also known as the North 
Walpole Fire Station). The boundaries of the voting district for the 
North Walpole polling place shall be the Cold River and the town line 
North of the Cold River. 


ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to evaluate and develop a plan to bring the Town hall up to standards 
mandated by the Federal Americans with Disabilities Act. (PL 101-336). 
This Federal law, in effect July 26, 1990, requires that all 
government programs and services must be fully accessible to all 
citizens by January 26, 1992, and that all government buildings must 
be fully accessible no later than January 26, 1995.

We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Walpole, 
New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 1993, and have issued our report 
thereon dated January 20, 1994. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, 
Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and 
the provisions of Office of Management and Budget Circular A-128, “Audits of State and 
Local Governments". Those standards and OMB Circular A-128 require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general purpose financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Walpole, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1993, we considered its 
internal control structure in order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of 
expressing our opinion on the general purpose financial statements and not to provide assur- 
ance on the internal control structure. 


The management of the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire is responsible for establish- 
ing and maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and 
judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of 
internal control structure policies and procedures. The objectives of an internal control struc- 
ture are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets are 
safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and that transactions are execut- 
ed in accordance with management’s authorization and recorded properly to permit the prepa- 
ration of financial statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. 
Because of inherent limitations in any internal control structure, errors or irregularities may 
nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the structure to 
future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate because of changes 
in conditions or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of policies and procedures 
may deteriorate. 


For the purpose of this report, we have classified the significant internal control struc- 
ture policies and procedures in the following categories: 


Budget 

Cash and investments 

Revenue and receivables 

Expenditures for goods and services 
and accounts payable 

Payroll and related liabilities 

Debt and debt service expenditures 

Single audit and similar grant programs 
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For all of the control categories listed above, we obtained an understanding of the 
design of relevant policies and procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, and 
we assessed control risk. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control structure that might be material weaknesses under standards 
established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. A material weakness is 
a reportable condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the internal control 
structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities 
in amounts that would be material in relation to the general purpose financial statements being 
audited may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal 
course of performing their assigned functions. We noted no matters involving the internal 
control structure and its operation that we consider to be material weaknesses as defined 
above. 


However, we noted other matters involving the internal control structure and its opera- 
tion that we have reported to the management of the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire, in a 
separate letter dated January 20, 1994. 


This report is intended for the information of management, and the Board of Select- 
men. However, this report is a matter of public record and its distribution is not limited.

In 1972 the then Selectmen started discussions with the State, the 
Engineers and others as how best to eliminate disposing of Walpole 
sewerage directly in the Connecticut River. At the 1985 Town Meeting 
the Selectmen were authorized to raise up to $8,669,148 to construct a 
sewer system that would eliminate the direct use of the Connecticut 
River. At the same meeting the Selectmen were authorized to issue up 
to $2,949,000 in bonds or other long term obligations to finance the 
project. At the 1988 Town Meeting the voters raised the 1985 sums to 
$10,000,000 and $7,000,000. This was made necessary mainly because 
the EPA which assumed the Federal Commitment ran low on Grant money. 
The State agreed to take over the remaining federal portion. 

Since the State pays its' share on a yearly basis rather than when 
invoices are submitted, Walpole had to incur an increased amount of 
interim financing. 


The project got underway in 1986. The first checking account was 
opened October 1, 1986. Waste water began flowing to Bellows Falls in 
July of 1988. The checking account was closed on December 3, 1993 and 
the remaining funds were put into a savings account at the Savings 
Bank of Walpole. 


The total expenditures against the $10,000,000 authorization were 
$9,796,449 and the long term financing against the $7,000,000 was 
S672 7554;

After all bills were paid there remained two savings accounts in the 
name of the Walpole Sewer Project. The funds in these accounts as of 
December 31, 1993 were:

Since these funds were accumulated for a specific project it takes a 
vote of the Town to divert them to another purpose. While the project 
has been completed and its goal reached, there will arise in the 
future problems to solve. For instance the old lines still in service 
in Walpole Village should be replaced as soon as practicable. They 
permit seepage and infiltration. There are other areas in the Town 
that should be added to the system. It would appear that these funds 
could best be utilized by putting them into a Sewer Pepartment Capital 
Fund to be used solely for capital repairs and for extensions of the 
system. 


In closing, a word of thanks to all the people in the Town for their 
patience, understanding manner in which they accepted all the 
inconveniences during the construction years. As a result of your 
cooperation, the Town has a fine up-to-date sewer system, the 
beautiful Connecticut River is cleaner, many of our roads are greatly 
improved and we ended with funds that can be used to the further 
benefit of the Town.

This is due to very 
old (1902-1903) pitcast water mains that need cleaning and relining to 
remove the 90 years of rust that has encrusted them in many areas, 
slowing down the flow and firefighting ability of some of the 
hydrants. 


The selectmen have been getting information and prices on cleaning and 
relining the mains in sections or doing the whole Walpole village area 
at one time. You will be hearing more about this from the selectmen 
in the future. 


We have added an automatic timer to start the river pump every other 
night in the late fall. This has helped reduce the red water 
considerably in the Walpole village area.

That has been broken 
down three times because of disposable diapers jamming the sewage 
pumps and $4,500 damage in pulling the pump and impellers for repairs 
of the jammed pumps. Please, try and be careful. This floods 
basements and creates a mess in the streets. 


We have only had to snake two streets in Walpole this year. We have 
added one new customer on the Walpole common to our system.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 1993 
HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Your Walpole Highway Department received the new dump truck approved 
for purchase at 1993 Town Meeting. We now have a fleet of four 6- 
wheel dump trucks in good shape for the next two to three years. 


We were able to rebuild 2 1/2 miles of town road this past year (93). 
To rebuild consists of digging out and putting in a good gravel base 
and surfacing with 3" to 4" of Farmer Mix. This process was used on 
the following roads. 

1/2 mile River Road South 

1/2 mile Ramsey Hill 

1/2 mile Cheshire Turnpike 

1/2 mile Airport Road 

1/2 mile Maple Grove Road 


We found ourselves doing more road work than we had anticipated but 
with the condition of the roads we found it difficult to stop once the 
project was started. 


We are looking at a very busy year for 1994. Along with routine work, 
brush work, mowing, etc., we plan to rebuild the following roads 
in 1994. 

1 mile Alstead Center Road 

1/3 mile Ramsey Hill Road 

1/2 mile River Road South 
Also in 1994 we plan to surface approximately 2 miles of County Road 
to the Surry Town Line.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1993 


In 1993 we saw a turnover of officers as Dennis Wright and George 
Malloy left the Department and David Hewes of Charlestown, along with 
Frank Palmieri of Walpole were added to replace them. Both David and 
Frank bring a great deal of professionalism with them. They will 
reflect positively for the community due to their previous law 
enforcement experience. David has served with the Cheshire County 
Sheriff's Department for several years and Frank has served with a 
Connecticut Department as a part-time officer. 


Slowly but surely the department has begun the process of upgrading 
its equipment with the addition of a new cruiser and several new 
radios for the officers use. Hopefully this trend will continue as 
the Selectmen and I are able to identify the problem areas and work 
within the budget to address these concerns. 


The department handled 473 reportable incidents over the past year 
ranging from minor dog complaints to the return of fugitives from 
justice from other areas. 


Since the department is a part time one, I can say that the number of 
investigations and follow-up time in court has added a great deal of 
time but has still not taxed a viable budget for a department of this 
size, thus being a positive aspect of the officers who serve your 
community. 


In the coming year our goal is to maintain the level of service and 
work within the budget and guidelines outlined by the Selectmen and 
the department's functions. 


If anyone has any suggestions please feel free to put them down in 
writing and drop them off at the Selectmen's Office during business 
hours. We will address any reasonable suggestion that would work to 
improve our time and efforts. 


I would like to thank the members of the department for their efforts 
during the past year. Also thanks to all who work in the Selectmen's 
Office for their time and understanding as we continue to share their 
office areas for our department's needs. In addition, I would like to 
thank Brownie Troop #2297 and the Walpole Village Nursery School for 
asking me to do presentations to the children. Their requests help to 
expand the understanding of the demanding duties of police work. I 
hope to have the opportunity to speak to more groups in the future.

The Selectmen's Office 
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WALPOLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 1993 ANNUAL REPORT 


Our major accomplishment during 1993 was the completion of the 
Cranberry Meadow Dam. With the support of Walpole residents and 
businesses the project was completed in late September. A great many 
people donated money. Individuals and businesses donated materials 
and services. Without this support we could not have completed the 
dam project. 


Again this year we enjoyed the services of the New Hampshire 
Conservation Corps. to construct additional trails in our Town owned 
forests. Work was continued at the Mason Forest, specifically on west 
side of Route 12. This trail is accessible from a parking lot on 
River Road South, located on the left prior to the abandoned railroad 
crossing. Work at the Mill Pond included widening the existing trail, 
improving the causeway and changing the exit/access at the Walpole 
Cemetery. More work will be done at both of these locations, funding 
permitting. 


Earthworks Day, although not a Conservation Commission project, found 
four teams of workers completing projects in Walpole. Three of these 
projects enhanced areas that we had worked on during the year. 
Cranberry Meadow Dam site - plantings and brush clearing, Academy 
Ravine - bridge repair, rubbish clean-up and trail repair, Mill Pond - 
trail slope stabilization. We all owe this hard working group of 
volunteers a big thank you. 


Two Walpole residents have made gifts to the Town of small parcels of 
wetlands. We will manage this area as a wetland and the parcels will 
be added to our map and appear on the next printing. 


Problems we have dealt with this year involved inspecting sites to 
determine if a wetland did in fact exist. This is particularly 
important if a property owner is interested in building on a site that 
could be a wetland. We have worked with a landowner on a boundary 
problem at one of our Town forests. We have monitored the restoration 
of a wetland off Route 123. 


There always seems to be something going on that involves the members 
of your commission. We enjoy our work and we trust you find time to 
enjoy the natural areas our efforts provide. 


We extend thanks to the Selectmen, the Town office staff and other 
Town agencies for their assistance, without which our work would be 
much more difficult.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION - 1993 


In 1993 we continued to critically review the ordinance to insure it 
stresses that the care and maintenance of historic district properties 
is primarily the responsibility of individual home owners. The 
ordinance now has a brief introduction describing the historical 
reasons for establishing a district. Some wording changes and content 
organization were done. 


The Commission was pleased to hear that the new look of Tole's gas 
station would reflect the historical character of Walpole Village. 


Eric and Tara Merklein volunteered to produce a video describing the 
historic district. This major undertaking resulted in a six minute 
video that is available for home viewing free of charge. Our grateful 
thanks are given to the Merklien's for the many hours spent in making 
the film. 

In recognition of Walpole's historic district work several commission 
members were invited to participate in Inherit New Hampshire's Annual 
Town Meeting in November. The basic message at the conference was 
simple: historic preservation brings in dollars, creates jobs, and 
protects the beauty that is a significant part of Walpole's history. 


The Commission wants to thank Gretchen Hurlburt for her help in 
updating the changes made in the ordinance.

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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE FOR THE WALPOLE TOWN REPORT: 1993 


The Hooper Institute provided many education programs for 
the children of Walpole in 1993. Classes at the Walpole School 
study nature, agriculture, forestry, recycling and environmental 


issues. Hooper Institute personnel visit each classroom at the 
Walpole School on a weekly basis. We also lead field trips to 
local sites. Here is a summary of programs. 


The life cycles of plants and animals throughout the seasons 
is the cornerstone of our nature study programs. The study of 
winter weather leads to the study of adaptations of plants and 
animals to the season. Nature's revival in the spring allows 
fOr thie Study of botany and seed planting. Wildlife is a focus 
throughout the year. Mammals, birds, reptiles, amphibians and 
their roles in nature are observed. 


In the autumn topics include insects, seeds, fungus, trees, 
and native Americans. Older children sample pondlife, learn to 
use a compass, study trees and forestry and the importance of soil. 
Students visit the Hooper Institute, Mill Pond, Recycling Center 
and the Hooper Shelter. 


Sixth graders study the cultural and natural history of the 
Connecticut River valley using local maps, slides, games and 
discussion. They visit the NEPCO power plant and the wastewater 
treatment plant at Bellows Falls. They also paddle twenty miles 
in a two day canoe trip on the Connecticut River. 


Fourth graders participate in the Farm and Forest Project 
throughout the school year. Students visit local agricultural 
enterprises and interview the proprietors. During 1993 these 
included oxen, a sheep farm, a sawmill, a woodturning shop, 
greenhouse, a beekeeper, an apple orchard, a pumpkin patch, 
poultry and a Christmas tree plantation. At school, they made 
cider, watched sheep shearing and learned to spin and weave wool. 


Other ongoing projects throughout the school year include a 
schoolwide recycling program and water quality testing with 
PUMiOteiuomestudents. "Trailbuilders" is another program for 
Junior High students. Small crews work for one afternoon per 
week to improve trails on town lands. 


The Summer Program attracted more than sixty participants. 
Younger children explored the fields, forests and ponds of Walpole 
and climbed Pitcher Mt. A small group of older children completed 
individual woodworking projects at the Hooper Institute shop. 

The Hooper Institute also sponsored a monthly series of Community 
Programs. Small groups explored the various conservation lands of 
Walpole by foot and canoe. 


The Farm and Forest Museum at the Hooper Institute attracted 
549 visitors from eleven towns, including Walpole. Profits from 
museum visitors were used to sponsor a scholarship for a Walpole 
High School senior. She is pursuing a career in agricultural 


education. 
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An Open House at the Hooper Institute in early November 
attracted 140 people. They enjoyed handling the tools, pressing 
cider and building simple birdfeeders. 


Several community groups donated time and materials to the 
improvement of Hooper Institute property. Boy Scout Troop #299 
repaired the roof of the Hooper Shelter during the summer. 

The Conservation Commission oversaw the design and construction 
of the new Cranberry Meadow Dam. This structure will assure 
constant water levels and provide a site for pond study. 
"Earthworks" volunteers helped landscape this new dam in the 
autumn. 


There are many other people to thank in the community who 
have volunteers their time, material and expertise. Thanks to 
all who have helped the Hooper Institute have a very successful 
year.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY TRUSTEES - 1993 


In January the trustees accepted, with regret, the resignation of Joan 
Steigers as a permanent part-time substitute for the Bridge Memorial 
Library. Joan also volunteered many hours each week and her help and 
dedication to the library has been greatly appreciated by trustees and 
patrons. 


At the town meeting in March voters passed a warrant article to 
appropriate $25,000 to repair the north wall of the Bridge Memorial 
Library which was sinking. The repairs were done by Stoneworks of 
Dublin. Less work than was anticipated had to be done and the final 
figure for the repairs was $16,680, a considerable savings to the 
town. The work was done at an agreed upon time, with as little 
disruption to library operations as possible. 


Barbara Lounsbury, a head librarian of the Bridge Memorial Library, 
resigned effective December 17, 1993. The trustees held an open house 
for her providing punch and cookies and presenting her with a corsage, 
a gift, and a gift certificate for her six years of work at the 
library. 


Friends of the Bridge Memorial Library have continued to provide 
generous support to the library. They bought "Books in Print", the 
American Heritage Dictionary, and several large-print books. Patrons 
have enjoyed the variety of exhibits provided by the "Friends" in the 
display case in the reading room. These exhibits often have a 
seasonal theme. 


The Friends of the Bridge Memorial Library have provided several 
programs. In October many members enjoyed a pot-luck supper anda 
slide lecture about oriental rugs given by Randall Plotts. Mr. Plotts 
also provided several rugs to use as examples when describing the 
different types of rug patterns. In November patrons enjoyed an 
evening of dialogue with Kevin Kirscher of Florentine Films. The 
needlework group continues to meet and it attracts members from a wide 
area. 


The "Friends" children's programs under the leadership of Sandra 
Whippie included story telling, films and special events co-sponsored 
with the Walpole Schools. In May bass player Hartshorne of Apple Hill 
gave a lecture-concert, enjoyed by both parents and children. 


A successful Summer Reading Program presented by Carol Putnam and 
Janet Chamberlin was enjoyed by many children.

The 1993 season at the Whitcomb Park was a very successful one. Deb 
Halberg, our pool manager, provided us with attendance figures that 
indicate how much our town pool was used. 


May 0 June 2035 July 4153 August 3017 


Our average daily attendance was 114. However, there were two days 
where we topped 300! Our staff logged in over 2100 hours of 
lifeguarding during this particularly hot summer. 


We opened the pool for Memorial Day weekend as a result of several 
requests. As the attendance records indicate, no one took advantage. 
We will not open the pool until June in 1994 as a cost control 
measure. The pool will be available for swimming during weekends only 
in June until the school year is completed. Once school is closed, we 
will open the pool during the week as well. 


There are several areas that need attention. Most of these are as a 
result of normal deterioration. 


1. Remove unsafe small diving board 

2. Repair large diving board and stand 

3. Replace one lifeguard chair 

4. Skid proof the main floor of our pool area 
5. Purchase a new pool cover 

6. Re-surface tennis and basketball courts 

7. Repair necessary lighting in park* 


* The vandalism concerning our lights continues. We did take some 
positive steps to eliminate vandalism by removing the exterior pay 
phone and vending machines. 


A refrigerator donated by Ken and Shirley Lucius allowed us to store 
soda and popice. Pool users were also allowed to utilize our phone 
for local calls at a charge of 25 cents. These moves not only helped 
in vandalism control they also generated revenue of approximately 
$700.00. 


In an effort to continually offer more access to the park for our 
Walpole residents, we suggest the following for consideration: 
1. Extend pool hours in July unti))$700-pom- 
2. Start a summer basketball league for adults 
3. Hire a playground supervisor to run an arts and crafts 
program

REPORT OF THE RECYCLING ACTION PROJECT - 1993 


Volume again increased in 1993. The Recycling Center produced 
$6,893.00 of income. Operations were once again conducted within 
budget. 


Many improvements were made at the new Recycling Center to increase 
efficiency (drain table for motor oil and detergents), to improve 
safety (ladders,), to add storage capacity (racks), to make processing 
simpler (plastic handling equipment) and to make it easier for people 
to use the new Recycling Center (new signs). The well was deepened, a 
gift from the Whitcomb Company, after their pond level was pumped 
down. The loading dock was removed after it was found in practice to 
work poorly. Its parts were saved as it will be rebuilt when site 
planning for the ultimate transfer station/recycling operation, which 
is currently underway, is completed. 


WRAP Committee members have visited many recycling/transfer station 
sites and talked with their managers and Recycling Coordinator Rick 
Cooper has also attended a number of seminars. The ideas gained from 
these contacts are gradually being worked into plans for consideration 
in Walpole. A unit-pay subcommittee has been examining ways in which 
this increasingly popular method of paying for solid waste disposal 
might be used to advantage. As part of the latter effort, a study was 
conducted in the fall to determine the amount of solid waste going 
into the landfill during that season and the amount of various 
categories of recyclables currently being recovered. Since leaves and 
yard waste are no longer permitted in landfills, composting of these 
materials could well be done at the Recycling Center. Markets for 
glass appear to be changing enough that our current processing methods 
are now under review. These and other matters that might affect the 
site are under examination by a site development subcommittee. 


The committee had thought that with the new Recycling Center in place 
it might cut its once a week meeting schedule to once a month. 
However, Selectmen asked that the Committee continue the recycling 
program and provide advice on solid waste issues as they arise in the 
future. 


Recycling Education continued. An Open House in May showed the 
facilities and their work to a large number of visitors. The WRAP 
weekly educational column was moved to the Valley Times Journal when 
the Gazette closed. 


A video tape was produced on Kid-Power Recycling at Walpole School. 

It was well received at the Governor's Recycling Meeting in Concord as 
was a training video made by others which featured Walpole's recycling 
operations. 


Personnel from the landfill were assigned to recycling on Tuesday and 
Thursday. One person from New Hope - New Horizon has continued to 
help on one day each week. Recycling volunteers, however, continued 
to carry most of the processing operations load. Our Strawberry 
Social for volunteers in June was fun but in no way repays their 
extraordinary, sustained interest and effort without which recycling 
in Walpole would not have the outstanding reputation it now enjoys.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1993, the State of New Hampshire experienced an 
average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these 
wildfires were campfires left unattended, unsupervised children and 
debris fires that escaped control. All of these fires are 
preventable, but ONLY with your help! 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) requires that, 
"No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled 
any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a 
written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the 
burning is to be done. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the State of 
New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1000 
and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for all fire suppression 
costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted 
many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1993 and participated 
in many fire prevention programs. This year, the nation is 
celebrating Smokey Bear's 50th anniversary. The State of New 
Hampshire Forest Protection Bureau will be working with many 
communities to spread the fire prevention message - "Remember...Only 
YOU can prevent forest fires. Fire prevention is the most cost 
effective fire suppression tool. Please be careful around fires and 
help us and our communities have a fire safe year. 


If you have any questions regarding N.H.F.F. Laws, please contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden, State Forest Ranger or Division of Forests 
and Lands at 271-2217. 


We are still having problems with our old 3/4 ton forest fire truck. 
The selectmen and road agent are still trying to decide what to do 
with this problem. 


The Forest Fire Deputy Wardens are: Walpole Fire Chief Peter Smith, 
Deputy Chief Harry Boynton, Captain Richard Hurlburt, Captain Mark

from property assessments. 


A public hearing March 29th of this month to review the 
eligibility requirements for Elderly Exemptions has resulted, 
with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, the following 
question to be voted on by secret "yes - no" ballot by the 
members of the Town Meeting: 


"Shall we adopt optional adjusted elderly exemptions 
from property tax? The optional exemptions, based on 
assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be as follows: 
for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, ($20,000) 107 4 
person 75. years of age up to 80 years, ($30,000) @ for 2 
person 80 years of age or older, ($40,000). To qualify, the 
person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 
years; owned the real estate individually or jointly, or if 
the real estate is owned by his spouse, they must have been 
married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must 
have a net income of less than $10,000 or, if married, a 
combined net income of less than $12,000; and own net assets 
not in excess of ($50,000) excluding the value of the 
person’s residence.

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REPORT OF THE BUSINESS VISITATION PROGRAM - 1993 


The Selectmen voted to establish the Walpole Business Visitation 
Program at the November 18, 1993 meeting. The purpose of the Business 
Visitation Program is to assist in maintaining existing businesses and 
attract others. 


The Business Visitation Program will assist existing businesses in 
Walpole through information gathering and possible referral to state 
and local assistance resources. Confidentiality is stressed at all 
phases of the program to promote the gathering of accurate 
information. The program is assisted by the New Hampshire Office of 
Business and Industrial Development. 


The initial work of the Business Visitation Program Task Force will be 
to talk to Walpoles' businesses, to ask them about identifying their 
needs and problems and to address those concerns that will improve 
local business.

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ELDERLY EXEMPTION PROGRAM 


The 1992 re-appraisal of town properties eliminated most of the 
properties receiving elderly exemptions due to the increase in 
property values from the 1982 appraisal. The Board of Selectmen held 
a public hearing February 11, 1993 to determine how to continue tax 
relief to the elderly with low incomes. The result was that Article 
18 was included in the 1993 Town Warrant for the purpose of forming a 
committee to study the best way to provide property tax exemptions for 
the elderly. 


Article 18 was approved at the March 20, 1993 Town Meeting and amended 
to provide elderly exemptions for 1993 property taxes. The amended 
article required the selection of a committee to propose using the 
optional adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax allowed by 
statute RSA 72:43-h. Dr. Tucker Burr, the Town Moderator appointed 
the following committee: 


Mervin Stevens, Chairman Robert Kasper, Jr 


Jane Praeger James M. Freeman, Selectman 
Paul McGuirk 


The March 20, 1993 Town Meeting was recessed till April 13, 1993 to 
allow time for the elderly to file applications prior to April 15, 
1993. 


A public hearing was held by the Selectmen on March 29, 1993 in order 
to comply with the 15 day waiting period before the article can be 
voted on. The values of the elderly exemptions and eligibility value 
requirements were established and approved by the Selectmen at the 
hearing. The Selectmen issued a supplement to the 1993 Town Warrant 
for the Town Meeting to be re-convened April 13, 1993 to consider the 
amended Article 18 proposing the new optional adjusted exemptions. 
The committee developed an application form and mailed a letter to 
each of the elderly who were previously eligible for a tax exemption. 


The optional elderly exemptions from property tax per RSA 72:43-h was 
approved at the re-convened Town Meeting by a vote of 41 to 13. The 
Selectmen received 27 applications from the elderly by April 15, 1993. 


The New Hampshire Department of Revenue Administration (DRA) informed 
the Selectmen in August 1993 that the manner in which the new elderly 
exemption was approved by the Town was illegal and could not be used 
for 1993 property taxes. The purpose of an article in the Town 
Warrant cannot be changed during the Town Meeting. The Town Warrant 
must be issued and posted two weeks before the Town Meeting to warn or 
provide notice to the voters regarding the issues to be discussed and 
voted on at the meeting. The Selectmen, then in order to provide tax 
relief in 1993 to the elderly who had filed applications for 
exemptions, issued tax credits for $18,511.10 in accordance with their 
discretionary authority. 


The committee submitted a final report to the Selectmen in January 
1994 recommending that the amended article be included in the 1994 
Town Warrant. This recommendation was approved by the Selectmen and a 
public hearing held on February 7, 1993 for the elderly exemptions. 
Article 29 was then included in this year's 1994 Town Warrant for the 
optional adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax for voter 
consideration at the March 12, 1994 Town Meeting. A copy of the 
committee's report on the Elderly Exemption Program is on file at the 
Selectmen's Office for anyone to read.
